Beckoning these anglers eager 
for action will be crafty and 
scrappy browns, rainbows, brooks 
and lake trout, many of which are 
being planted in lakes and streams 
throughout the state by the Con- 
servation Department. 

Department fisheries 
will release approximately 245,-. 
700 trout in streams and another 
105,500 in lakes before the April 
30-September 11 season arrives. 
The Department’s. stream trout 
plantings will total around 1,000,- 
000 for the year while an addit- 
ional 600,000 hatchery traut will 
be stocked in about 350 lakes.
